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14. The electric machine according to claim 1, further 
comprising a cable support on a circumference of the rotor - 
stator assembly. 

15. The electric machine according to claim 1, wherein said 
interlocking facility holds said cylindrical permanent magnet 
securely in an axial direction of said rotor, absorbing 
centrifugal forces acting in a radial direction of said rotor 

16. The electric machine according to claim 1, wherein a 
number of said cylindrical permanent magnets is two times a 
number of said electric coils. 
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
